Rave safely

Sniffer dogs, pat-downs and other drug 
screening measures await concertgoers dur- 
ing the summer music festival season in the 
wake of 2013 concert deaths linked to the club 
drug Molly 

The four deaths in 2013 exposed wide- 
spread use of illegal stimulants at concerts, 
raves and electronic dance music shows, along 
with the difficulties encountered by organiz- 
ers to keep those substances out. 

“Drugs have always been a big part of the 
scene and always will be,” said Amy Raves, 
a Los Angeles-based rave advocate who has 
attended dozens of electronic music shows. 
“The idea is how to promote safer raving, to 
educate kids that abstinence is the best policy, 
but to realize that’s not always practical.” 

Organizers are taking no chances this year 
at events from Tennessee’s Bonnaroo, a four- 
day music and arts festival that wrapped up 
Sunday to Mysteryland in Bethel Woods, 
N.Y., the site of Woodstock in 1969, to Elec- 
tric Zoo, a popular New Tbrk City electronic 
festival. 


Electric Zoo organizers said their three-day 
event always has had a zero-tolerance drug 
policy, but this year’s screening will be espe- 
cially robust and will include drug searches 
and amnesty bins so drugs can be discarded 
anonymously 

“We are redoubling our efforts at the gate,” 
said Dr. Andrew Bazos, medical supervisor 
for show organizer SEX Entertainment. 

Last year, the final day of Electric Zoo was 
canceled when two concertgoers died after 
taking the drug Molly a mashup of MDMA, 
the component in the drug Ecstasy, and un- 
regulated synthetic stimulants. Molly deaths 
were also recorded in Washington, DC., and 
Boston. 

Experts say Molly use has ticked up in re- 
cent years as celebrities such as Madonna and 
Kanye West referenced the drug at their own 
concerts and Miley Cyrus sang about “danc- 
ing with Molly” 

The Electric Zoo tragedy was a wake-up 
call to many in the rave and electronic com- 
munity about the dangers of Molly and other 
club drugs, Bazos said. 


“How to be healthy has unfortunately been 
related to what happened at Zoo last year,” 
Bazos said. 

The medical community continues to warn 
against the risks of so-called club drugs, say- 
ing the already dangerous substances become 
more potent when combined with warm tem- 
peratures, dehydration and exertion at all-day 
concerts. 

“The message really should be ‘Don’t take 
drugs at all,’ ” said Dr. Harris Stratyner, an as- 
sociate professor of psychiatry at Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine. 

But it’s unrealistic to urge total abstinence, 
some say Amy Raves has started a Eacebook 
community to offer advice on concert safety 
and health. 

“I teach them the warning signs. What to 
look out for. To stay hydrated, to not over- 
heat,” she said. 

“These kids love Molly, they love Ecstasy 
So I tell them to go get a test kit and shave 
a little off and make sure that’s really what it 
is,” she said. 

DanceSafe, a health organization within 


the electronic music community, places in- 
formation booths and volunteers at raves and 
festivals across the country The group also 
provides “drug checking services” for Ecstasy 
users, its website says. 

Complicating the efforts of concert orga- 
nizers and sponsors is the Illicit Drug Anti- 
Proliferation Act of 2003, a federal law that 
can hold accountable any company, manager 
or individual who knowingly allows drug use 
on their premises. 

Anti-drug posters, leaflets and broadcasts 
at raves and concerts could be tacit acknowl- 
edgment that drugs might be used at the ven- 
ue, Amy Raves said. 

“It’s a terrible policy You can’t hand out fli- 
ers to people and say ‘Here, this Ecstasy this 
is what you’re taking, please be careful,’ ” she 
said. 

A robust medical presence also can be ex- 
pected this summer, with medical tents, doc- 
tors, nurses and EMTs on hand. Concertgoers 
are encouraged to report anyone who might 
be suffering from an overdose, exhaustion or 
other health issue.

RiRi covering her bare chest with her arms 
has been restricted in the U.K. because it ap- 
parently is too sexually explicit for children. 

It’s official ... breasts are the devil. 

Since Lina Esco made the movie “Free The 
Nipple” last year, the whole female toplessness 
thing has been the subject of plenty debate.

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Some Chicagoans are cutting out cars to save on costs

After a crash totaled Erica Johnson’s car, she decided owning a car in Chi- 
cago was no longer worth the hassle. 

Johnson, 26, of Norwood Park, used to drive to her job, but now she bikes 
4 miles to work in Mayfair or takes a CTA bus when the weather is bad, she 
said. She’s saving at least $250 a month on car expenses, she estimates. 



MAKE IT WORK 


Cities around the country have taken some 
streets designed for car traffic and either 
made room for other modes of transit or 
closed them off to cars entirely. Some well- 
known examples include: 


»The 16th Street Mall in Denver 

»The Nicollet Mall in Minneapolis 

» Select Bus Service in New York City, 
which has created dedicated bus 
lanes on roads where cars and buses 
used to share a lane, in the Bronx, 
Harlem and elsewhere.

“Instead of con- 
tinuing to go through 
the hassle of paying 
for insurance and find- 
ing parking, I decided I 
would just go without it,” she 
said. “I’ve loved it ever since.” 
Chicago is making it easier for 
commuters like Johnson to make that 
choice. 

Last year, the Chicago Department of 
Transportation announced it would prioritize 
pedestrians, public transit and cyclists above mo- 
torists when designing its infrastructure. Since then, 
the city has added miles of new protected bike lanes, 
has pushed to dedicate entire road lanes for bus rapid 
transit and is now hosting a slew of events during Chica- 
go Bike Week, which began Friday to encourage more 
people to bike commute. 

Earlier this year the Active Transportation Alliance, 
one of the city’s most influential transportation ad- 
vocacy organizations, asked the city to consider even 
more projects that would eat into road space 
for cars. Although the city still hasn’t formally 
responded, Amanda Woodall, director of plan- 
ning at the ATA, said the changes align with 
CDOT’s values. 

“The concept behind car-free streets is re- 
ally getting into the idea that we don’t need our 
communities to be dominated by automobiles 
in order to be successful,” she said. “This is a 
way to engage public space for economic activ- 
ity social activity and enjoyment by the com- 
munity in general.” 

Woodall cited a plaza in Lincoln Square, on 
Lincoln Avenue between Western Avenue and 
Leland Street, that has been blocked off to 
cars, as a prime example. 

“It’s one of the most vibrant places that you 
will ever visit, always filled with families, peo- 
ple walking around, some of them out shop- 
ping, and some of them are there as a way to 
be social and participate in their community” 
But critics of infrastructure proposals that 
could eat into road space for cars worry the 
streets will become less safe and more con- 
gested, not better. 

Lauren Neal, 29, of Lincoln Park, rides the 
CTA to her job in the Loop, but uses her car 
to visit her family in Winnetka and tote her 


golden retriever around town— a convenience she has 
no plans of giving up, she said. But she often worries 
about cyclists behaving aggressively when she crosses 
their paths. 

“I’ve had people slam their hand on my car,” Neal 
said. “Even as a pedestrian, I’ve almost bumped into a 
biker because they haven’t stopped at a stop.” 

Last month, a cyclist punched her side mirror as he 
passed her car, which was momentarily waiting in a bi- 
cycle lane on Clybourn Avenue, she said. “I don’t know 
why that is anything he thought was appropriate.” 

The city’s project to transform its streets will hinge 
on residents with all kinds of transportation habits shar- 
ing the road, particularly as more people decide to leave 
their cars at home. 

Duncan Lawson, 24, of Lakeview, ditched his car last 
July when he got a job downtown and no longer needed 
to commute to Deerfield. The unexpected costs of 
owning a car in Chicago, like city stickers and parking 
tickets, couldn’t justify the ease of getting around town, 
he said. 

“Abu kind of have to look at the whole picture,” he 
said. “The tradeoff is you don’t have to worry about 
parking your car illegally and getting a ticket, or fight- 
ing for a parking spot, or the stress of having to drive in 
traffic every day” 

The real test of his first year living car-free in Chi- 
cago, he said, came during last winter’s harsh tempera- 
tures, when he had to wait on the Red Line platform at 
Belmont for a delayed train. 

“Those few days were not very fiin, but that comes 
with the territory when you’re relying on public trans- 
portation to get around,” he said. 

Public transit advocates say that while Chicago is no 
Copenhagen, a city known for its pedestrian friendly 
layout and low traffic fatality rates, it is poised to re- 
duce car use even further with the expansion of Divvy 
the city’s year-old bikeshare program, and the advent of 
rideshare companies like Uber X and Lyft. 

Although Norwood Park’s Johnson appreciates the 
alternative transportation options available to her, she 
believes the city still has a long way to connect its neigh- 
borhoods for people without cars, particularly when it 
comes to cyclists, she said. 

“There aren’t a lot of Divvy stations up by where I 
live, so that’s super inconvenient,” she said. “I think we 
are moving toward being more bike friendly but we’re 
still not there. People still don’t know the laws and how 
to share the road.”

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College with 
no loans? 

Under plan, students wouldn’t have to pay up front

A bill on Gov. Quinn’s desk could set the stage for Illinois colleges to let 
students attend without paying tuition or taking on student loans. 

The bill would task the Illinois Student Assistance Commission to study a 
“Pay it Forward” program, similar to proposals in Oregon, Pennsylvania and 
elsewhere. 

State Sen. Mike Frerichs (D-Champaign) described the bill as “self-sustaining” and 
said it would “allow students to pay off their college education without having set 
loans or set payments.” 

“If we have a whole generation of students coming out and not establishing them- 
selves and not starting families, that’s a brake on our economy,” Frerichs said.

HERE’S HOW THINGS COULD SHAKE OUT 


How would a “Pay it Forward” plan work? 

Proposals vary— there are several states 
with “Pay it Forward” bills in various stages 
of the legislative process, according to the 
National Association for College Admis- 
sions Counseling. The general idea is that 
students would not have to pay for college 
upfront or take out student loans. Instead, 
they would sign a contract promising to 
pay back a certain percentage of their post- 
graduate income for a set number of years. 

Would this apply to private schoois as 
weil, or just public universities? 

The program would apply to public uni- 
versities, though Frerichs said if it is suc- 
cessful, private colleges may decide to 
implement similar programs. 


So, is this actuaily going to happen? 

Right now, the bill has passed both houses 
of the General Assembly, but has not yet 
been signed by Gov Quinn. “That bill is 
currently under review for a decision on 
whether we will sign it,” Quinn spokes- 
man David Blanchette said. 

Will the program automatically start if 
Quinn signs it? 

No. If signed into law, the bill would task 
the Illinois Student Assistance Com- 
mission to study the issue and present a 
report by December. Frerichs and oth- 
ers originally wanted the bill to create a 
“Pay it Forward” pilot program, but it was 
amended due to budget concerns.

As two dudes road 
trip to California 
with a feisty girl 
named Haley “The 
Signal” at first 
resembles a long- 

awaited remake of 

1989’s “The Wiz- 
ard.” (Which I know is never actually going 
to happen.) Then the MIT students bust 
out the computers and fly through lines of 
coding like the/re interviewing for a job at 
Facebook in “The Social Network.” THEN, 
an attempt to track down a pesky hacker 
lands Nic (BrentonThwaites of the upcom- 
ing “The Giver”) in a secretive facility where 
Damon (Laurence Fishburne), explains that 
Nic and his pals may have been contaminated 
by aliens. And the movie sorta turns into 
“Chronicle.” 

What “The Signal” (also the title of a bet- 
ter, unrelated 2007 movie) never becomes is

more than a showcase for director/co-writer 
William Eubank to flex his muscles. Some 
of the shots are impressive, even gorgeous. 
But technical skill turns into showing off 
when the story fails to keep up. A couple 
of attempts at twists are almost laughable, 
though no more so than the ultra-serious/ 
unintentionally funny moment of Damon 
pulling a gun from an otherwise empty 
briefcase. Looking a little like a young Colin 
Farrell, Thwaites, given a lot more to do than 
in the terrible “Maleficent,” carries the movie 
just fine, but he’s running in place— from 
forehead-smacking behavior (just because 
someone is young doesn’t mean they’re dumb 
enough to sneak into a creepy house at night 
while leaving their girlfriend alone in the car)

to frustrating outbursts in the research build- 
ing he’s not allowed to leave. 

Director Gareth Edwards followed the 
lower-budget “Monsters” with the impressive 
“Godzilla.” I’d like to see what Eubank could 
do with more money and a better script. No 
one watching “The Signal” will care about the 


relationship between Nic and Haley or what 
happens to Nic’s pal Jonah (Beau Knapp). 
Everything bit of action is in service of the 
big moment meant to blow your mind. 

Alas, you touch your head and discover 
your mind remains intact and largely 
unstimulated.
